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liitmsii Poucy ix China. — The editor of tbe 
Kew York Herald has been reminded by a letter 
from Hon^ Kong that some two years ago he at- 
tributed in the columns of his paper certain gigan- 
tic designs upon Southern China to the British Gov- 
ernment as the leading rnot*e of the French alli- 
ance; and, although in the mean time he has warmly 
Abdicated the course of the British at Canton, he 
^r? suddenly penetrated anew by the importance of 
his half-forgotten conviction. He manifests, in- 
deed, a very strong disposition, since his memory 
has been refreshed, to take back everv thing he has 
lately said in favor of our cooperation with t lie Brit- 
ish and French in China, and, when we next hear 
from hint, no doubt he will be writing vehemently 
on the other side of the question. We expect no- 
thing else. 

Yet, if he does so, it will be only from boundless 
caprice, as, rightly considered, the notion of British 
encroachments in Southern China which he came 
so near forgetting, if it has any real basis at all, is 
only another powerful motive for ^he prompt aad 
vigorous execution of the policy of cooperation 
which our Government is understood to have adopt- 
ed. That notion, as explained by himself, is that 
Great Britain is resolved, if possible, to appropriate 
the tea and silk producing provinces of Southern 
China, and that the British campaign on the Ira- 
waddy some two or three years ago MM designed to 
open the way to those highly desirable regions — to 
which the editor, now that he recalls it, superadds 
the inference that the present movement at Canton, 
which he has hitherto cordially approved, is in ful- 
fillment of the same aggressive resolution. Now 
admitting this somewhat extravagant conjecture to 
be just, what more potent argument could be con- 
ceived for the presence of an American representa- 
ti^AAt l'ekin, backed by a strong detachment at the 
AtrSican navy on the Chinese coast? In our judg- 
ment, this consideration alone should be conclusive. 
If there is a probability or even a possibilitv of 
Briti-h aggressions in China by which England, if 
sun .e.-sful, would acquire immense advantages af- 
fecting intimately the interests of every other civil- 
ized nation, it is surely of the first importance that 
we should occupy a position in that distant quarter 
of the glol>e which would enable us to oppose such ag- 
gressions with dignity and (ffect. Whatever, on this 
hypothesis, might tie thought of England's craft in 
urging us to assume a position in China of equal ad- 
vantage with herself, there could be no doubt about 
the superlative folly of our declining to do so. To 
stand aloof from Great Brirain in her efforts to open 
up the Court of Pekia to the diplomatic interct >urse 
Of the world, kf..u*. after this intercourse is es- 
t iblished, British diplomat y, sustained by British 
»-ms, may get the start ( f us, would be "not only 
t le acme of stupidity, but a gross libel upon the na- 
tonal spirit and sagacity. It would be a public 
C rofession of inferiority and a disgraceful resigna- 
ti»n to the tender mercies of more enterprising 
pjwers. If we havn't any more confidence in our- 
selves than this, we had bit er resign our preten- 
sions as a nation at once. Responsibility without 
the courage or the sense to meet it is equally perni- 
cious and cent -mptible. 

The newly resuscitated speculation of the editor 
of the Herald, therefore, if it have any ground in 
fict, so far from supplying an excuse for abandon- 
ing the policy which he has heretofore commended, 
affords an unanswerable argument in support of it. 
We doubt exceedingly, however, if, after all, it 
hat any ground in bet. The idea of British en- 
croachments in Birmah for the sake of ultimately 
appropriiting the rich tea and silk produc ing regions 
WlT China is. in itself plausible enough, imt, when 
|Riken in connection with the actual relations of Eng"- 
land, with the equal interest of every other State 
in ChriaOandom in those coveted regions, with th» 
formidable, almost appalling sacrifices involved, and 
the extremely impracticable character of the enter- 
prise at best, it loses all quality of speeionsness, 
and sinks :nU> the swelling category of idle fancies. 



It doesn't abide the universil test of the age. It 
wouldn't pay- England is not a whit too gpfd to 
uuderttike it, but a vast deal too prudent. She un- 
questionably has no serious thought cf it, as her lib- 
eral proposals to our Government sulHciently show. 
But, if the editor of the II -raid thinks she has, let 
him repeat with redoubled fervor the counsels he 
has already urged upon the Administration at Wash- 
ington. It is silly in him to think of turning his 
coat when the best side as well as the right one is 
already out.

There were 7 feet 9 inches water iu the canal, and 
4 feet 11 inches on the falls last evening. Weather 
pleasant. 

For St. Ltmt. W t need only remind travelers 
that the Southerner, Capt. Ti iplett, is the packet for 
St. Louis to-day. The boat, as well as the officers, 
have the highest reputation. 

For Ecansville. —The W. A. Eaves is the packet 
for Evansville to-day. She was the first boat in that 
trade after the Rainbow left it. She runs finely, 
and is well calculated for it. Capt. Duncan com- 
mands the Eaves. He is a careful officer, attentive 
and polite to his passengers, and is rapidly gaining 
public favor. 

The Telegraph No. 3 is the mailboat for Cincin- 
nati to-day, and the Dove is the Kentucky river 
packet. 

The Wm. Knox has changed her destination, and 
is up for the Wabash. Freigiits for that river are 
said to be plenty at Evansville. 

Capt. List's line steamer J. B. Ford is up for 
Wheeling. 

Steamer A. C. (JorlJin Sunt.— This steamer, 
which left St. Ix>uis last Saturday, freighted for 
Council Bluffs and Sioux City, and crowded with 
passengers, has sunk at Bonhomme Island, thirty- 
eight miles up the Missouri. The freight is mostly 
of a perishable nature, and is doubtless insured, to- 
gether with the boat and freight list. The boat was 
nearly new, worth alwut §30,000, and was owned, 
in whole or in part, by her commander, Capt. E. X. 
Tracy. 

The Rainbow was towed to Xew Albany by the 
Diamond, where she is to have the damage repaired 
which she sustaiued in a collision with the Julia 
Dean. A numlter of her timbers were broken for- 
ward, leaving a large hole. By the way, we under- 
stand that the owners of the Julia Dean liave insti- 
tuted or are about instituting suit against the Rain- 
bow for the loss of their lioat.

We 
give it correctly: the engines are to have 9 feet 
stroke with twenty-seven inch cylinders; G boilers, 
each '.'8 feet long and 40 inches in diameter.

In some 
cases property has been sacrificed at ruinous price.;, 
and men have mortgaged their farms to obtain 
meiiiis for tht support of their families, while those 
who have no such resources to draw upon must re- 
ceive aid or suffer actual starvation.

souri that he will never return.

NAMES OF THE KILLED. 

tom Wing, Minnesota, April 20. 

Mr. Geo. C. Granger lias just arrived from the 
scene of the Indian massacres. The Indians first 
made their appearance 100 miles south of Spirit 
Lake. They followed up the river, plundering 
and murdering up to Spirit Lake, and then 
turned east in the direction of Saint Peter. — 
At Spirit Lake they murdered forty whites. — 
The}' killed .lames Mattocks and his whole family, 
and a Mr. Madison, residing with them, numbering 
ehriit persons. Dr. J. H. "Harriet, Mr. Bartamus 
Suider, X. C. Granger (whose parents live in Michi- 
gan), Joseph Ilarshman (late from Indiana), H. 
Gardner and family (all except his daughter of 15 
years old taken prisoner), were all murdered. The 
Gardner family, which was destroyed, numbered 
seven persons, including his son-in-law, Mr. Lewis. 
Mr. Marble, of Iowa, was killed, and his wife, after 
having been first violated by the monsters, before 
his eyes, was carried away prisoner. Mr. How and 
family were all killed, except his daughter of IS 
years old, who was ravished and made prisoner. Mr. 
Xobie, wife, and child, were murdered. Mr. Thatch- 
er was absent from home, but his wife was carried 
away, and his child of eight months old murdered. 

The band of Indians then proceeded to Springfield, 
in Minnesota, and attacked that settlement contain- 
ing ten families, who were all fortified, iu three 
houses and one store — the latter belonging to Wm. 
and G. Wood; both were killed during the assault, 
and the coutents of their store carried off. At the 
house of Mr. Thomas, a large number of shots were 
fired by the Indians. Mr. T.'s son, a lad of fifteen 
years of age, was shot dead at the door. Mr. T.'s 
arm was broken by a shot. David Carver waa 
wounded in the side, and not ex|>ectedto live. Misa 
Church was wounded iu the shoulder very severely. 
Four or five of the Indians were killed by those in-

postage paid in money was $221,G08 12; the postage 
on newspapers and pamphlets amounted to (*<l*ij,- 
M ?1, and on "registered letters" to |s\|M st>. 
The net revenue to the Department from postages 
was $925,151 80, and the compensation allowed to 
postmasters amounted to $510.0t>7 10.

The Novel Bank Case. — The jury in the case of 
the Union Bank at Frenchtown, N. J., against cer- 
tain parties for conspiracy, after deliberating nearly 
twenty-four hours, returned a verdict of one dollar 
for the bank. The damages were laid at $5,000. 
The conspiracy, it will be recollected, was based 
upon the allegation that the defendants had been 
privately collecting notes exceeding the amount of 
apecie in tiie bank, for the purpose of making a run 
upon it, having the notes protested, bargaining with 
a notary or justice to protest thein for less than the 
lawful fees, and subsequently filing the protested 
notes with the State Treasurer. The verdict, it is 
said, leaves the bank to pay the costs it has incurred, 
so they made very little by their action. 

The Finances ok Spain.— The Spanish Budget 
for 1857 makes some startling disclosures. The es- 
timates for the year are put down at not less than 
1,803,000,000 reals, 173,000,000 more than last year. 
The deficit will l>e about 240,000,000, to be provided 
for by loans and other financial expedients of Senor 
Mires, into which we need not enter. Of the 173,- 
000,000 increased expenditures ne arly 52,000,000 are 
charged to the military establishment, and 14,000,- 
000 to the royal household. The execution of the 
Papal concordat has cost the government something 
over 2,000,000.

The deer was harnessed to my pulk, the rem care- 
fully secured around my wrist, and Long Isaac let 
mm \/m hold.

striking him violently upon the back. The more i , 
endeavored to rein hi'ni in the more he plunged and ;

Now," lowering his neck and thrusting 
his head, with open mouth and glaring eyes 
deer set off at the top of his speed. 

A» jv 1 went, like a lance shot out from the au- 
roral armorv; the pulk slid over the snow with the 
swiftness of a fish through the water; a torrent of 
snow-spray poured into mylapand showered a-ainst 
niv face, until 1 was completely bliuded. ElM was 
overtaken so quickly that he had no time to give me 
the track, and as i w as not in a condition to see 
or hear anything, the deer, with the stupiditv of 
his race, sprang directly upon him, trampled him 
down, and dragged me and my pulk over him. We 
came to a stand in the deep snow, while trie -hook 
himself aud started again. My deer now turned 
aud made for the caravan, but I succeeded in pull- 
ing his head around, when he charged a second time 
upon Eric, who threw himself out of his pulk to es- 
cape. My strength was fist giving way, when we 
came to a ridge of deep, loose snow, iu which the 
animals sunk above their bellies, ami up which they 
could hardly drag us. My deer was so exhausted 
when we reached the top "that I had no further diffi- 
culty in controlling him. 

Before us stretched a trackless plain, bounded by 
a low mountain ridge. Eric set oft" at a fast trot, 
winding hither and thither, as his deer followed the 
invisible path. I kept close behind him, white as a 
Polar bear, but glowing like a volcano under my 
furs. The tem|>erature was 10 (leg. below zero, and 
I could have wished it ten degrees colder. My deer, 
although his lirst savage strength was spent, was 
still full of spirit, and I began to enjoy tins mode of 
travel. We soon entered the hills, which were cov- 
ered with thickets of frozen birch, with here and 
there a tall Scotch fir, completely robed in snow. — 
The sun, which hail showed about half his disc at 
noon, was now dipping under the hotizou, and a 
pure orange glow lighted up the dazzling masses of 
the crystal woods. All was silver-clear, lar and 
near, "shining, as if by its own light, with an indi- 
»cribable radiance. We had struck upon a well- 
bcaten track on entering the hills, and new swiftly 
along through this silent splendor, this jeweled soli- 
tuue, under the crimson and violet dome of ihe sky. 
Here was true Northern romance: here was poetry 
beyond all the Sagas and Eddas that ever were 
written. 

We were upon the water-shed between the Both- 
nian Gulf and the Northern Ocean, about 1,400 feet 
a!>ove the sea. The churches become mere shrubs, 
dotting the low mounds which here and there arose 
out of the ocean of snow. The pulks all ran in the 
same track and made a single furrow, so that our 
gunwales were generally below the sea-level. The 
snow was packed so tight, however, that we rarely 
•i.ipped any. 

1 he road had entirely disappeared, but Eric of 
Pulujoki, who accompanied us as an extra guide, 
went ahead with a strong reindeer and piloted us. 
The sagacity with which these animals find the track 
under a smooth covering of loose snow is wonderful. 
They follow it by the feet, of course, but with the 
utmost ease and rapidity, often while going at full 
speed. 

We had traveled upward of sixty miles since 
leaving Lappajarv i, breaking our own road through 
deep snow for a great part of the way. During this 
time our deers had not U;en changed. I caunot but 
reMiect the provoking animals after such a feat.

To the EdUors of the LouUclUe Journal: 

New Orleans, April 18th, 1857. 
From the most reliable information thus far ob- | 
tained from different parts of the State in regard to 
the crops, it may be stated that very considerable 
injury has been done by the late cold weather. In 
the most southern parishes the corn was more or less 
cut down, but not sufficiently so in all localities to 
render replanring necessary. The cane has been 
retarded several weeks, and does not look quite so 
promising as it did in the early part of the season. 
After the last frost it lost its healthy color, and ap- 
|ieared drooping and wUted, yet, although some in- 
jury must necessarily have resulted iu all quarters, 
the" hopes of the planters are still high. Ou Bed 
river, being farther north, the cane of course suf- 
fered most and seriously , and the corn was more or 
less destroyed. All the early cotton iu the northern 
parishes was killed, and we hear sad accounts of the 
destruction of fruits and garden vegetables; even 
all the forest trees look as if they had l*;en scorch- 
ed with tite. It is by no means vet too late to re-, 
plant corn or cotton, but time is required to prepare ■ 
the ground, and some of the heaviest and most iia- I 
portitnt of the plantation work will be thrown for- 
ward to a period when it can not be properly done. 
The wheat which was looking so well in the region 
about Monroe, we are told, is all or nearly all de- j 
-tr y d. At present the weather is very line for 
vegetation and plantation operations. 

To-day information is given publicly of the dis- 
covery of mines of valuable fuel on the Ouachita. 
The mineral is said to be lignite of superior quality 
aud similar to that obtained from Toi ban • lliii. iii 
Scotland, and particularly valuable for the genera- 
tion of gas and as a substitute in the manufacture of 
Keroslne oil*. The mines, it is said, are accessible 
at all seasons from New Orleans, and capable of fur- 
nishing for market twenty millions of ton- p.-r .u- 
num. As an ordinary fuel it is as durable as an- 
thracite, aud has no superior. I know not what 
credit to give to this information: but, if such mines 
have been discovered, their owners will doubtless 
realize fortunes larger than have ever vet l>eeii ac- 
cumulated by indiv iduals on Uiis continent. 

The Southern Paciiic Railroad is gaining general 
attention and growing in public confidence. About 
three-fourths of the twelve millions of additional 5 
per cent, stock have l>een taken, and it is thought 
that the balance will I* taken before the company 
require the funds. The road strikes the Louisiana 
line at the terminus of the Vicksburg and Shnvs- 
port road at a point nearly due west from Shreve- 
port, and is to run westwardly to Marshall, and 
from thence to El Paso on the Rio Grande, a dis- 
tance of 783 miles, before it reaches the Mesilla 
Valley and takes its course to San Diego. 

I am not now prepared to go into a critical exam- 
ination of the affairs of this company, hut, despite 
whatever mismanagement there may have Iieen du- 
ring the long time the original subscribers had hold 
of it, there is every prospect that the work will 
now be pushed forward with energy and success, 
and realize to the shareholders a very handsome 
sum for their investments. The whole country is 
deeply interested in tbe earlv completion of this 
road and its connections, and the feelings become ex- 
cited and the thoughts elevated in contemplating the 
period when their iron bands shall stretch hi da ; 
a straight and continuous line from Savannah on the 
Atlantic, to San Diago on the Paciiic, connecting 
with others stretching far and wide to the remot"jt 
parts of the Union. A continuous Hue of roads 
from Savannah to Vicksburg will be completed in 
the course of a few months, another from thence to 
Shrevcport will be completed within eighteen 
months, and Wfore two years the iron horse will be 
snorting far into the wilds of Texas, and at the end 
of five years it is thought the great work will be

sure and were prematurely brought forward by the 
warm weather in March. The apples he thinks are 
not injured. The wheat is backward, and the plant 
above the earth looks dry and dead; but there is a 
good stand and the roots appear to have a good set 
in the ground. His opinion is that the prospects of 
the crop are by no means so discouraging as repre- 
sented. If the weather should become seasonable 
we .-hall suffer neither for the want of liour nor 
f ru i t . — Kvansrllle Enquirer .

But, alas! for mortal dreaming under the eva- 
nescent splendors of a wintry sunrise! Even as I 
write, the little brown bird hath flown farther than 
mv name cau hope togt. The lilies fade in the vis- 
ionary isle. The faces vanish out of those regal pal- 
aces, and temples of the soul-worship. The sun is 
fully up, and half lost under a bank of cold gray 
storm. And even so perishes all that is of earth, 
dim and unreal, leaving an aching memorv in the 
heart, and a shadow on the face of the watcher, m 
sun can shine away. In Heaven there are no 
aehings and no shadows, blessed be God!
